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CRAIG RICHARD 
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A MAN has been knocked down by 
a car near a crossing six months 
after the chairman of the village’s 
residents’ association warned 
accidents on the busy road would 
be inevitable. 

The pedestrian, in his 50s, was 
struck in Chessington Road, Ew¬ 
ell, on Tuesday morning, near the 
controversial crossing, which in¬ 
cludes no visible markings on the 
road, between Spring Street and 
the railway line. 

He was taken to St George’s 
Hospital in Tooting “as a prior¬ 
ity” with head and arm injuries 
sustained in the crash just before 
9.50am. 

Brian Angus, the chairman of 
Ewell Village Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion, believes it was inevitable an 
accident would take place on the 
stretch of road near Ewell West 
train station, and Surrey County 
Council missed an opportunity to 
safeguard pedestrians. 

Officers from Surrey County 
Council’s highways department 
visited the site before starting 
construction. 

A council spokesman told the 
Epsom Guardian in February the 
new crossing would make sure the 
road was “as safe as possible for 
everyone to use”. 

Following the crash a council 
spokesman confirmed there were 
no plans for any additional work 
along Chessington Road. 

Mr Angus hopes the council 
will reconsider its position. 

He said: “A vehicle seems to 
have carried him towards the rail¬ 
ings. 

“I hope this prompts a rethink 
[of the crossing’s placing].” 

The council granted permission 
in September 2014 for a pedestri¬ 
an crossing to meet the county 
highways standards. 

Plans were approved after three 
accidents, one which caused seri¬ 
ous injury to a cyclist, in the two

years up to February 2014. 

The crossing was built between 
December 2015 and February of 
this year. 

Mr Angus, who lives in Chess¬ 
ington Road, is highly unsatisfied 
with the position of the cross¬ 
ing on a busy road, and the lack 
of visibility due to overhanging 
trees. 

In February, Mr Angus told the 
Epsom Guardian he feared acci¬ 
dents would be inevitable. 

He said: “The crossing is only 
visible to cars for about 38m 
which is the official stopping dis¬ 
tance for a vehicle travelling at 40 
miles per hour. 

“When [accidents] happen I 
shall take no pleasure in being 
able to say you were forewarned.” 

Paramedics from the South 
East Coast Ambulance Service 
(Secamb) were called to the crash 
at 9.45am. 

A spokesman said: “We were 
called to reports that a car had hit 
a pedestrian. 

“The man, who was in his 50s, 
was assessed and treated for in¬ 
juries including head and arm 
injuries before being taken as a 
priority to St George’s Hospital. 

“He was fully conscious on 
route to hospital.” 

A Surrey Police spokeswoman 
confirmed they had been called 
to Chessington Road at about 
9.50am, and that the road was 
blocked and then re-opened at 
10.30am. 

A county council 
spokesman said: 
“The safety of our 
residents is our 
top priority

Districts’ schools buck national trend as 
students achieve 'best ever’ GCSE results

STUDENTS in Epsom, Ewell, Ban- 
stead, Leather-head and Ashtead cel¬ 
ebrated GCSE results that bucked 
the national trend of decline. 

Several schools reported their 
“best ever” results, as anxious 
students collected their results on 
Thursday, August 25. 

Students at City of London Free¬ 
men’s School in Ashtead achieved 
the school’s highest percentage of 
A* grades on record with 53 per cent 
of students getting all A* grades. 

Rosebery School also celebrated 
its best ever batch of GCSE results 
with 89 per cent of the girls achiev¬ 
ing A* to C including English and 
maths. Thirty-eight per cent of 
their grades were A* or A. Thir¬ 
ty-eight girls picked up ten or more 
A* and A grades this year. 


Greenacre School in Banstead 
was celebrating its best GCSE re¬ 
sults for five years with 97 per cent 
of students picking up at least five 
GCSEs at A* to C, up from 90.5 per 
cent last year. 

Elsewhere, 70 per cent of grades 
awarded to Epsom College students 
were in the A* to A range. All stu¬ 
dents sitting German, music and 
photography got A*s or As in those 
subjects. 

Twenty-one per cent of all GCSE 
exams sat at Ewell Castle School 
received A* or A grades and 88 per 
cent of candidates there achieved 
five A* to C grades. 

Nearly all pupils at Blenheim 
High School learned that they had 
passed their GCSEs, while 65 per 
cent of students got at least five A* 
to C grades and nearly a fifth got at 
least five A* to A grades. 

Almost a fifth of students at 
Epsom and Ewell High School 
achieved A* to A grades, while 68 


per cent of them earned A* to C. 

At Therfield School in Leather- 
head the percentage of students 
achieving at least a C in English 
and maths, 61 per cent, went up five 
points from last year, while one in 
four students achieved at least five 
A* to A grades. 

At Glyn School 81 per cent 
achieved at least five A* to C grades 
including English and maths - up 


five per cent on the class of 2015. 

Glyn School student Will Ladd 
said he was so nervous, he bare¬ 
ly slept before picking up his six 
A*s, five As, and one B. He will 
take A-levels in maths, mechanics, 
physics and law. He said: “I honest¬ 
ly didn’t think I would do this well 
especially in science, where I got 3 
A*s. 

“More than anything, I’m really 


happy that I beat my brother.” 

Nationally, the percentage of 
GCSE candidates getting a C grade 
or above fell from 69 to 66.9 per cent 
- the lowest level since 2008. 

And girls outperformed boys 
again this year as they extended 
the difference in percentage points 
between the proportion of girls and 
boys getting C or higher from 8.4 in 
2015 to 8.9 per cent this year.

A brave boy who fought off 
cancer has inspired a £100,000 
donation to the hospital that 
saved his life.

A paramedic has vowed to ditch 
his moped after losing the feel¬ 
ing in his legs following a crash 
at a busy New Malden rounda¬ 
bout. 

David Ford, 51, was waiting at 
the junction of Malden Way and 
Malden Road at about 5.40pm on 
Monday, August 15, when a driv¬ 
er rear-ended him damaging his 
50cc Honda moped and knock¬ 
ing him to the ground. 

He was rushed to St George’s 
Hospital, in Tooting, with non¬ 
life threatening injuries but 
when tested by doctors, he was 
unable to move his legs. 

Mr Ford, of Trent Way, in 
Worcester Park, said: “I was 
lying flat on my back and they 
were asking me to wiggle my 
toes. Apparently I was saying I 
was, but nothing was happen¬ 
ing. Just seeing [my family’s] 
faces I could tell something 
wasn’t right.” 

Luckily Mr Ford suffered only 
spinal shock and was not para¬ 
lysed, with the feeling returning 
to his legs the following day The

gym buff was quick to praise 
both passersby and emergency 
workers for their care. 

He said “Drivers from vehi¬ 
cles near the incident were with 
me almost immediately and 
were absolutely fantastic. We 
live such busy lives and so often 
I hear of how passersby do not 
stop. I therefore wanted to go on 
record and say a huge thanks to 
Barrie and Rauf. 

“I would also like to say a big 
thank you to Morgan and Rebec¬ 
ca from the London Ambulance 
Service. 


“In addition, the guys from the 
police were superb and wholly 
deserving of mention. PC Andy 
Hedges was a rock.” 

Since the crash Mr Ford has 
been housebound and is still 
suffering from pain in his legs, 
preventing him from working as 
a paramedic in Isleworth andgo- 
ing to the gym. 

He added: “It’s the emotional 
drain. I’ve been having night¬ 
mares. I was expecting to be 
the person attending to some¬ 
one so to be on the receiving 
end was scary. I obviously can’t 
get about. I haven’t got my bike 
back, not that I want to go on it 
anymore. 

“It’s a bit more devastating for 
me that the most I’ve been able 
to do is walk up and down the 
swimming pool.” 

Despite the experience Mr Ford 
said he maintains his faith in 
motorists. He added: “People 
were just so kind it was unbe¬ 
lievable. 

“The driver seemed as 
shocked as me. He seemed huge¬ 
ly upset. 

“I would just say prepare for 
the unexpected. I’m one of the 
safest drivers, but you just can’t 
prepare for everything.”

Council say 381 new homes need to be built each year 

Fears over impact of 
housing on borough

COUNTRYSIDE campaigners 
fear meeting the projected 
increasing need for housing 
in Epsom and Ewell over the 
next twenty years will put 
pressure on local services, 
damage the green belt and 
impact quality of life within 
the borough. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council predict there will 
be a need for an extra 7,246 
homes to be built in the bor¬ 
ough by 2035 - 381 a year. 

Councils across north-east 
Surrey jointly produced a 
Strategic Housing Market 
Assessment (SHMA), which 
sets outs projected housing 
demand in Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell, Kingston, Elmbridge and 
Mole Valley Demand in Ep¬ 
som and Ewell was second 
only to that in Kingston. 

A spokesman from Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Coun¬ 
cil said the data within the 
SHMA would help inform the 
review, preparation and pro¬ 
duction of the council’s hous¬ 
ing policies. 



CPRE members protesting 


Members of the Epsom 
and Ewell branch of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) fear build¬ 
ing on the scale required 
could mean the loss of much 
of the borough’s Green Belt 
and other open spaces and 
would put pressure on local 
services. 

Tim Murphy, chairman of 
Surrey CPRE asked: “How 
much of our cherished open 
land will we have to give up 
to development? 

“Will our roads, hospital, 
surgeries and schools be able 
to cope with a massive in¬ 
crease in population? 


“Is there money available 
to provide new facilities? 

“Will the new homes meet 
the needs of local people, par¬ 
ticularly the affordable hous¬ 
ing needed by key workers 
and those setting up home for 
the first time?” 

Mr Murphy suggested 
London should provide more 
brownfield sites for hous¬ 
ing to accommodate its own 
population spilling out into 
neighbouring areas. 

A council spokesman said: 
“This is very much a starting 
point of a process and should 
not be taken out of context. 
The SHMA looks at housing 
demand in an unconstrained 
environment. The SHMA is 
not an executive document 
- it makes no unilateral de¬ 
cisions or recommendations. 

“It is very important to 
stress production of the 
SHMA is a key but necessary 
stage in the review of the Lo¬ 
cal Plan. It is a technical ex¬ 
ercise that plots and projects 
future housing demand in a 
very specific way. 

“The SHMA is the first 
stage in the wider process 
of identifying a new bor¬ 
ough-wide housing target.”

Detectives renew murder appeal after making three arrests 

Images released in bid 
to find pool party killer

SURREY Police have released 
CCTV images of a murder victim 
from Coulsdon taken just days 
before he was shot dead at a pool 
party in Headley in a renewed 
appeal for information. 

The body of Ricardo Hunter, 
34, was found in the garden of a 
mansion in Church Lane, Head- 
ley at 2.30am on Monday, July 25. 

A 36-year-old woman also suf¬ 
fered gunshot wounds to the leg 
in the attack. 

Paramedics attempted to re¬ 
vive Mr Hunter, but the 34-year- 
old was declared dead at the 
scene. A post-mortem concluded 
he died from a gunshot wound. 

Three people have been arrest¬ 
ed in connection with Mr Hunt¬ 
er’s murder and bailed until 
September while police continue 
their investigation. 

One month on from his mur¬ 
der, Surrey Police renewed their 
appeal by releasing images of Mr 
Hunter in a shop and on a bus. 

Detective Inspector Jo Sida- 
way, said: “This was a shocking 


and violent crime and we are 
carrying out a large-scale inves¬ 
tigation with assistance from 
colleagues at the Metropolitan 
Police to track down those re¬ 
sponsible. 

“We believe the majority of 
people who attended the party 
are from the London area. We 
have already spoken to a num¬ 
ber of people who attended that 
evening and are urging anybody 
who we have not yet spoken to 
or anyone with information to 
contact us - any information, 
no matter how insignificant you 
think it might be, could help our 
investigation.”

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Price of justice 

A grandfather’s tragic fight for 
custody of his granddaughter 
has highlighted inequality in the 
way legal aid is dispensed. 

SEAN MORRISON reports.

LEGAL aid is a national in¬ 
stitution that - unlike the 
NHS - most of us will never 
need. 

But it is one we would all 
hope we could rely on if the 
worst happened. 

That was not the case for 
a grandfather left penniless 
by a custody battle over his 
granddaughter. 

After running out of mon¬ 
ey, Neal Gray lost the fight 
against Ellie Butler’s father 
who later murdered her. 

Mr Gray and his late wife 
Linda were forced to come 
out of retirement and work 
cleaning jobs to foot their le¬ 
gal bill, having been denied 
financial assistance in the 
closing stages of their family 
court battle. 

Elbe’s parents, Butler and 
Jennie Gray, were granted 
more than £lm in legal aid 
during years of civil court 
hearings that culminated 
in Mrs Justice Hogg return¬ 
ing Ellie to their custody 
in 2012. Eleven months later, 
Butler beat Ellie to death in 
a fit of rage in their home in 
Sutton. 

Mr Gray 70, is fighting 
for a public inquiry into the 
judge’s decision to return El¬ 
lie to her toxic home life and 
her dad with a string of con¬ 
victions for violent offences. 

But he now fears he may 
have to abandon his fight 
for justice after spending his 
£80,000 life savings on legal 
aid in the family courts in a 
desperate but failed attempt 
to keep his granddaughter 
out of Butler’s clutches. 

He said: “At the present 


time it feels like there are 
walls being put up in my way 
to get justice. 

“If I could get an inquiry 
and get Justice Hogg in court 
there are a few things I’d 
like her to answer and hope¬ 
fully we could get some real 
changes to the law. 

“I can’t bring Ellie or my 
wife back, but if I can help 


bring about some change 
that could help any oth¬ 
er family then it would be 
worth every minute spent 
on it. 

“If I couldn’t get legal aid 
we would have to stop here 
and now - drop the whole 
thing.” Last month, the sen¬ 
ior coroner for south London 
said she believed a public 


inquiry should be held to ex¬ 
amine events leading up to 
the six-year-old’s killing, but 
Mr Gray fears his fight for 
answers could falter without 
funds for representation. 

The long-running battle 
for justice, which has at¬ 
tracted a vast amount of na¬ 
tional media attention, has 
raised red flags about the 


current system for legal aid. 

Legal workers have since 
spoken of the how the case 
demonstrates clear inequal¬ 
ities in the current system. 

Solicitor Denise Lester, 
family law specialist and 
ex-chair of the Law Socie¬ 
ty’s children law sub-com¬ 
mittee, echoed fears that he 
could be forced to abandon 


his fight for an inquiry. She 
said: “His life savings have 
been exhausted, he has lost 
his wife and granddaughter, 
and even still, unless some¬ 
one takes this on as a solic¬ 
itor pro-bono his campaign 
may die - and that is simply 
not fair. The grandfather is 
right to feel that there was 
an inequality in terms of 
representation, and in fact 
the position has worsened 
since 2012. 

“Legal aid is now not 
available at all unless it is 
under restricted circum¬ 
stances. I do not think the 
Government will be interest¬ 
ed [in reforming policy] - it 
is all about budget.” 

Criminal law practitioner 
John Briant, in a column for 
The Guardian, said: “We all 
hope that we will never need 
[legal aid], that we won’t 
have unfounded rumours 
triggering a social services 
investigation or family pro¬ 
ceedings; that we won’t be 
falsely accused of a crime. 

“Even if we have done 
something wrong, or crimi¬ 
nal or stupid, we should still 
have someone who under¬ 
stands the law fighting on 
our behalf.” 

A Ministry of Justice 
spokesman said: “The Gov¬ 
ernment has taken action 
to reduce legal aid expendi¬ 
ture. It has fallen by over 20 
per cent since 2010. 

“The Government has 
cut the fees paid to lawyers 
in criminal legal aid cases, 
such as [Butler’s], to ensure 
legal aid represents better 
value for the taxpayer.”

AN ASHTEAD community 
hall was one of nine commu¬ 
nity projects across Surrey 
selected for a cash boost to 
improve buildings and facil¬ 
ities. 

Ashtead Peace Memorial 
Hall in Woodfield Lane suc¬ 
cessfully bid for £10,600 in 
funding from Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council and Mole Valley 
District Council to provide 
better disabled access for its 
visitors. 

The hall’s friends group, 
Friends of Ashtead Vil¬ 
lage Hall, has also pledged 
to match the two council’s 
grants, bringing the total 
funding for the project to 
£ 21 , 200 . 

The hall’s executive com¬ 
mittee is currently looking 
for contractors to install 
disabled-access doors at the 
hall, and build a porch to 
protect visitors from the el¬ 
ements. 

Jane Hiley, chairwoman of 


the hall’s executive commit¬ 
tee, explained: “We have a lot 
of people using the hall reg¬ 
ularly, and a lot of the folk 
are retired and have limited 
mobility 

“We are building this to 
help them.” 

She added: “We are very 
grateful to the councils. They 
have been hugely supportive. 

“We wouldn’t have been 
able to do this ourselves.” 


The £10,600 grant was part 
of nearly £300,000 handed 
out to nine community pro¬ 
jects across the county 
Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil awarded £140,000 to the 
projects, which was then 
matched by borough and dis¬ 
trict councils. 

St Andrew’s Reformed 
Church in Walton-on- 
Thames was one of the nine 
community projects to be in¬ 


cluded in the handout. 

The church received 
£40,000 to replace and ex¬ 
pand toilets and facilities for 
disabled people. 

Effingham Village Recre¬ 
ation Trust received £15,300 
to refurbish its kitchen and 
overhaul its servery so a cafe 
could operate there. 

Richard Walsh, Surrey 
County Council cabinet 
member for localities and 
community wellbeing, said: 
“While money’s tight be¬ 
cause of rising demand for 
services like adult social 
care, there’s still plenty we 
can do to help people make 
a lasting difference in their 
neighbourhoods. 

“All of these initiatives 
are great examples of that as 
well as the fantastic commu¬ 
nity spirit that exists in Sur¬ 
rey - and without the money 
from us and our district and 
borough colleagues it would 
have been harder for them to 
attract other funding.”

The spare room was once a place 
where we stored all those things 
we didn't know what to do with. To 
help you decide if it's a good idea, 
we have put together 10 tips and 
facts. 

The spare room was a hoarder's 
paradise full of dusty paperbacks, 
old shoes, furniture and an untidy 
pile of unwanted birthday presents. 
These days, this much under-utilised 
space is undergoing a rebirth as 
more and more people are letting 
their spare rooms to lodgers. 

Often, the key to harmony 
depends on the tenant fitting in 
with their landlord's lifestyle (i.e. not 
sitting in the living room watching 
television, while they're trying to 
have a dinner party). But, provided 
lodgers and landlords establish 
ground rules at the start, it can be 
a mutually beneficial relationship. 
The landlord has an extra source of 
income, and the lodger gets a roof 
over his or her head. What's more, 
there's no shortage of demand. 

Whether you intend to rent a 
room in a house or let it, we have 
put together 10 facts and tips 
which may help you make your 
mind up. 

1) The rise of 'The Rigsby 
Effect': Remember the television 
series Rising Damp, in which 
the landlord Rigsby, played by 
Leonard Rossiter, rented out rooms? 
According to the insurance firm 


Liverpool Victoria, the number of 
homeowners renting out a spare 
room has increased from 1.4 per 
cent to 2.7 per cent in the past five 
years. 

2) There are plenty of spare 
rooms out there: It is estimated 
that there are 15 million unused 
bedrooms in England alone. And 
since 2011, there has been a 70 
per cent increase in the number of 
landlords looking for lodgers, says 
SpareRoom.co.uk. 

3) Rising rents are not just 
a London trend: Across the rest 
of the country, rents have risen 6.7 
per cent in the past year. During 
the same period, rents have risen in 
every part of the UK except Wales, 
according to the HomeLet Rental 
Index. 

4) Aberdeen is a hot spot 
and a great example: Two 

universities, one college, plus an 
offshore oil industry have meant a 
140 per cent increase in the number 
of "lodger wanted" advertisements 
in the past two years, according to 
Spareroom.co.uk. Just under half 
these landlords say they couldn't 
pay their mortgage without rent 
from a lodger. Move to the Granite 
City, and the cost of renting a room 
in someone's house is now £549 
per month. 

5) You can rent in the 
week only: It's called "fractional" 
renting. So if your work takes you 


away during the working week, you 
can return at the weekend. 

6) You don't get bills: Rent a 
room in a house and your monthly 
payment should cover lighting, 
heating, electricity, hot water and 
council tax. 

7) Get it in writing: It's best 
for both sides to sign a rental 
agreement. You have to establish 


ground rules and not just on 
business matters. Most important 
of all, lodgers need to know if they 
are allowed to use the sitting room 
in the evenings and at weekends. 

8) An income of £4,250 tax 
free: Having a tenant will push 
up your insurance premium. And 
if you earn more than £4,250 per 
year from renting out your spare 


room, you become liable for tax 
on those extra earnings, under 
the Government's Rent A Room 
scheme. 

9) How much should 
tenants expect to pay? The 

average monthly cost of renting a 
spare room is £5,593 per 
year (roughly £500 per month), 
rising to £7,667 in London (£638 


per month). 

10) Check out the legal 
dos and dont's: If you rent out a 
room you must ensure your home 
complies with fire regulations, 
make sure your boiler is serviced 
every year by a CORGI registered 
engineer and that all electrical 
appliances are safe to use.

Sci-fi thrillers from the last 30 years invariably owe a debt to a certain 
Ridley Scott, but perhaps that more true for Morgan than most. 

The story of a synthetic human with unimaginable powers going rogue 
is directed by the legendary Alien and Blade Runner director's son, Luke, 
while Sir Ridley produces. 

Luke has worked as a second unit director on his dad's films Exodus: 
Gods and Kings and The Martian. Morgan is his feature film debut and 
stars Kate Mara (pictured), Anya Taylor-Joy, Toby Jones, Paul Giamatti 
and Jennifer Jason Leigh. 

Ahead of its release on September 2, Luke Scott discussed the film with 
What's On's film critic MARK FOKER... 


Assembling this cast was beyond my 
wildest dreams. How was I going to handle 
these great actors? It was overwhelming. 

I had to look as though I knew what I was 
doing. Actually. I just let them 
get on with it... 


This is your directing debut in a fea¬ 
ture film. How did this differ from 
some of your previous directing pro¬ 
jects? I suppose the main difference is 
that you have a much larger responsibil¬ 
ity on your shoulders. Although having 
said that, every directing experience has 
their unique issues from commercials to 
movies. You just need to work things out 
— do your homework. 

Had you been actively looking for 
a particular script and movie to 
come along that you and your father 
(Ridley Scott) could collaborate on 
as equals? Not really. It was mostly 
because my dad's company Scott Free 
was involved, so the opportunity was just 
there. We both work for the company so 
it just made sense. 

How did you get together with script 
writer Seth Owen. Did you contact 
him or did he approach you? That's 
a good question. I had made a short film 
called Loom which I was also learning 
how to use a new 3D camera. 

It was a kind of sci-fi Frankenstein story 
with actor Giovanni Ribisi who creates an 
artificial girl and hides her in the genetics 
factory where he is a quality control man¬ 
ager. Seth expanded on the ideas in Loom 
which became the inspiration for Morgan. 
Writers and film makers seem ob¬ 
sessed with bio engineered and 
synthetic human evolution. How far 
away do you think we are for this to 
be a reality and should we be tam¬ 
pering with nature? For the film we 
researched how synthetic humans would 
look, which was native to our Morgan 
and this defined the character. 

This was before Ex-Machina (2015) 
which was actually an android whereas 
our Morgan was a synthetic creation and 
not a machine. Although some may say 
that humans are remarkable machines. 
There are already bio technology gene 
editing tools out there. 

On that subject. Where did you find 


actress Anya Taylor-Joy who por¬ 
trays Morgan and what made her 
stand out from the other actors who 
auditioned for the role or was she 
your first choice? No we did audition 
many people and it was a tough group. 
But with Anya we saw a copy of The 
Witch (2015) where she played Thomasin 
and she showed so much sensitivity and 
craft for a debut. She came in and was 
just so perfect for the part. 


Talking of which you have a great 
cast assembled for this film. With 
the likes of Paul Giamatti, Toby 
Jones and Kate Mara, all of who 
have appeared as Marvel mov¬ 
ie characters so no strangers to 
sci-fi. Plus, you also have Jennifer 
Jason Leigh. Did you choose your 
cast yourself? Yes... my God! Assem¬ 
bling this cast was beyond my wildest 
dreams. How was I going to handling 
these great actors? It was overwhelming. 
I had to look as though I knew what I was 
doing. Actually I just let them get on with 
it. I couldn't have asked for a better cast. 
If you could direct any one of your 
father's classic films which one 
would you choose? Wow! Tough ques¬ 
tion. Hmm I do like Alien and Blade Run¬ 
ner but to be honest I think I'd go forThe 
Duellist (1977). It's always been one of 
my favourites and I love its purity.

Sailing for gold in Rio

ALEXANDRA Rickham sets 
sail for Paralympic gold 
next week knowing there is 
support coming from home 
shores. 

The 34-year-old competes 
in the Skud 18 sailing compe¬ 
tition being held in the Mari¬ 
na da Gloria in Rio’s Guana- 
bara Bay. 

It will be the third time 
Rickham and partner Niki 
Birrell have graced the 
games, having finished fifth 
at Beijing 2008 and winning 
bronze at London 2012. 

Rickham, who lives in Ep¬ 
som, is a tetraplegic athlete 
after an accident in 1995. 

She has five world champi¬ 
onship titles, but this is her 
last chance at Olympic glory 
as the event is being with¬ 
drawn for Tokyo 2020. 

It all means that Rickham 
and Birrell will need support 
from England more than ever 
before. 

Rickham said: “We’ll face 
tough competition out there, 
but the months of intensive 
preparations mean we’re 
ready to shine. 

“And having such incredi¬ 
ble support back at home will 
really boost us.” 

Birrell said: “I was so 


proud to be selected along¬ 
side Alex. I’m ready to face 
the competition in Rio, and 
can’t wait to start racing.” 

Also going to Rio is Ban¬ 
stead archer Tania Nadara- 
jah, who got the news she 
had been selected on her 35th 
birthday 

She will compete in the 
women’s open recurve cate¬ 
gory. 

After a motorbike accident 


in 2009 left her paralysed 
from the chest down, Nadara- 
jah spent 10 months in hospi¬ 
tal recovering, before a visit 
to an event run by charity 
Sportability changed her life. 

“I wanted a new hobby that 
would get me out and meet¬ 
ing people,” she said. 

“I was inspired to try ar¬ 
chery, little did I realise that 
my hobby would become my 
profession.”
